.iving at an advanced age in Texas.

irved in Tennessee for many years btst 
final y accompanied ais young master to 
near Springne.d, Mo., where he spent a iarge 
part of his life. He was never owned by any 
other family, but at tie outbreak of the war 
he was stolen, along with a number of other 
slaves, and -aken further South. 
During 


this lime he was-treated wi-.h great crue.3y, 
and to the day of his death carried the 
marks of chains on ';iis wrists, where he 
was bound to trees. As ae used to te.l it,
